are changed, tbe four million* <ii Cana- 
dians are now shouldering a debt of 
150,000,000, drawing about 5 per cent, 
intereat, while the 52,000,000 of Amer- 
icana have got their bonded debt re- 
duced to $1,580,000,000, drawing an 
average of less than 4 per cent, inter- 
est. Our debt ia ten times as large as 
that of Canada, but our populition is 
thirteen times greater than tliat of the 
Dominion, and I lie interest on our debt 
is only seven limes more than theirs,— 
that is to say, it is only half as much 
per capita. Pretty soon people on this 
side of the line will be objecting to the 
annexation of Canada on account of her 
growing and inordinate debt.

DID HE POISON BI8 WIFE T

Til* Sensation at LoTlntton-Frwrnan 


In Jail.

In these columns the otber day appear 


ed all the particulars then obtainable o 
the alleged wife-poiaoning sensation tha 
cane to light on tbe 13th at Lovington 
in Mooltrie county, this state. Last even 
ing our reporter had a talk with Mr. L 
M. Rote, ot Chicago, who was at Loring 
ton on Tuesday last, and was in poises* 
ion of about all the detail* of the affair 
which we give in a condensed form be 
low. 


H. J. Freeman, the accused. Is the son 


of a wealthy citizen who died tome years 
ago and left his children about $8,000 
each. It is tbe talk at Lovington tha 
H. J. spent the most of his money betting 
on hone races, in Rambling M,i drinking 
He became enamored of the young daugfa 
ter of one of Loviagton's most respected 
citizens, and soon won her confidence 
For two years the couple went out walk 
ing, buggy-riding and visiting together 
in opposition to the wishes of tbe young 
woman's parents. They tried to induce 
their daughter to cease keeping company 
with Freeman, but it seems she WHS so 
deeply attached to him that she wonk 
not listen to them. About eight months 
ago Freeman went to California, and on 
bis way home six weeks ago he sent tbe 
young woman word to meet him m 
Decatur on a certain 
day and tbe 


marriage 
ceremony 
would 
be 
per 


formed. 
Freeman arrived here about 


tbe 15th of last June and met the girl at 
one of our hotels. A mutual friend of the 
male sex accompanied tbe girl here, anc 
an ettort was made to procure a license 
from the county clerk but as the office 
was closed for the evening the desirec 
paper could not be secured, and the par 
ty left for Sullivan where they were mar 
ried the next day. That was six weeks 
ago, and since that time Freeman and his 
wife had been living at Lovington. 
A 


few days previous to Friday, the 15lh 
lost., Mrs. Freeman, who was about li 
years of age ami a very handsome wo- 


man, 
complained of Illness. On the eve 


ning of the 15th, her husband gave her a 
bottle of medicine. She took a teaspoon 
ful of it, and inside of 30 minutes she 
was a corpse, dying in great agony. 


AT THB CORONER'S itxjDXar, 


which was held on Tuesday, and which 
Mr. Rose attended, it was developed that 
tbe bottle of "medicine" given to the 
dead young wife by the husband, was 
nothing less than strychnine. The testi- 
mony revealed the fact that Freeman 
had told his wife that be would get her 
something from tbe drug store that would 
do her good, and meeting her on tbe 
street in the evening he handed her one 
of two bottles be had in his hand. The 
wife took the bottle, went home, and in 
tbe 
presence 
of

lady 
friend 


she took tbe fatal dose. After swallow- 
ing the medicine she remarked tbat it 
tasted awful bitter, and took a bite of an 
apple lo kill it, but without success. Her 
companion bit off a piece of the same 
apple, and she also complained of tbe 
same bitterness. Mrs. Freeman passed 
out of her home and called at a neigh 
bor's house, where she died. The bus- 
band, who was up town, heard of his 
wife's death about tbe time it occurred. 
He hurried home, got the bottle be had 
given her, put it into his pocket and went 
buck toward tbe drug store. He was ar- 
rested while on a street of tbe town, but 
when he was searched it wan found that 
the cork bad come out of tbe bottle, and 


all its contents bad been permitted 


to flow out, saturating Ibe pocket and 
pants Irg 
There alii! remained about a 


Jill of the jiniion in tbe bottle. The bottle 
and tbe pnnts worn by Mr. Freeman were 
secured hy ibe officers, and tbe prisoner 
was placed under Btrong guard at a hotel 
lo await the ri'bult of the inquiry by tbe 
jury. The verdict was that Freeman be 
lield to await tbe result of a preliminary 
bearing
